Coys came across a 

Blumdeld camp in the 

woods about six miles 

from Green Shoals. Both 

bands were bound for 

the headquarters of 

their respective factions 

and were heavily armed, 

When the McCoys die- 

covered thelr enemies they sent out scouts 

and discovered that there were about a score 

inthecamp. They crawled up through the 

dense underbrush and poured in a volley on 

their sleeping foes. In an lostant it was re- 

turned, and the Hatflelds, although taken dy 

surprise, were so much better armed than the 

McCoys, having repeating rifles, that they 
soon put them to flight. 

TWO OF THE HATFIELDS KILLED. 

The one volley fired by the McCoys did ter- 
rible execution. Half a dozen men were 
wounded and two were slain. Jonn Blum- 
field, one of the leaders of his faction, was in- 
stantly killed. By his side lay Edwin Brown, 
the son of the woman who was shot in her 
farmhouse at Fudgy’s Creek. Two bullets nad 
gone through his body, one piercing the 
heart. Six other men were wounded, one of 
them, whose name is unknown, being fatally 
daun the Hatflelds found two 

and four desperately wound- 

ed mer were captured, Some of the wounded 

McCoys must have been carried off by their 

friends, for the trail of their retreat through 
the woods was marked by blood stains. 
THE PRISONERS AND THEIR FATS. 

The prisoners captured are Charies Lamb- 
kin, John Cain, —- Cain and Pete Meooy. 
The names of the dead are unknown. The 
Oain whose firstname was not learned was 
so badly wounded that his captors ieft him to 
die where he lay, but the other three were 
compelled to march to the Hatfleld head- 
quarters, which they reached about noon, 
As soon as the story of the attack and capture 
was told, a sort of court-martial was held. 
The prisoners were not allowed to speak in 


their own defense, and after a short delibera- 
tion a vote on their life or death was taken by 
the entire Hatfield party. The result was 
unanimous andthe three men will be tied to 
the trees and shot to-day. Nothing can save 
them unless the McOoys can defeat the entire 
Hatfield party and effecta rescue. This is not 
likely as they are outnumbered two to one, 
and the Hatflelds are better armed. The 
courtier who brought this news was shot st 
twice from ambush while riding through 
Lineoln County.

Takt THIS MORNING. ~ 


City Lote Shaken to Their Foundations by 
a Bit of an Barthquake—No Scientific 
Observations Taken in the City—Direc- 
tion, Time and Intensity of the Earth 
Waves a Matter of Conjecfure, 


HERE was a big more- 
ment in real estate 
early thie morning. 
It has been a long time 
since property has 
been as active as to- 
‘day. The movement 
created great excite- 
ment and caused a 
marvelous shifting 
of values. Between 
1:50 and 2:06 o'eiock 
thie morning almost 


any property in this 

viginity could be pur- 
chased for a tenth part of ite actual value. 
The greatest depreciation was in the porth- 
western and western suburbs, 

All of the excitement and all of the depre- 
ciation was caused by an earthquake, The 
time of ite arrival and departure lies in 
the period between 1:50 and 2:0 o'clock, 
There was no apparatus in the city set to 
record a shock, and in consequence no acce- 
rate knowledge of it can be obtained. No 


observer was at bia post prepared to write the 
history of an earthquake, and for the time, 
intensity and direction the pubile must rely 
on those light sleepers whose ready wits 
direeted them to clock or watch when . 

THE RATTLING OF THEIR DOORS 
and the shaking of their couches warned 
them. Now the clocks and watches owned by 
these persons are not unanimous as to the 
time, showing all the minutes from 1:50 to 2:05. 

The direction of the shock is also variously 
stated. By one amateur seismologist the 
earth wave moved toward the southwest; 
another asserts that a careful examination of 
overturned articles in his chamber shows the 
wave to have moved a point south of west; 
and others contend that it moved directly 
east. 

From an abundance of testimony it appears 
that the shock was greatest ona line running 
west of south west from Baden— 
or possibly a point further north 
toward the elty limite. There was 
no part of the city where the shook was not 


felt. but along that line the trifling damage of 
broken erockery, eta., is to be found ex- 


clusively. 
NO DAMAGE. 

From no point bas any obapee in the surface 
of the ground beeg repo nor any damage 
to buijdings. Along what ** supposed to be 
the line of greatest intensity small bite of 
fragile ware were thrown from ‘insecure rest- 
ing places and broken. Some persons were 
thrown out of their beds, 

in Intensity the sheck was about the same 
as that felt in St. Louis at the time ofthe 
Charleston (8. C.) earthquake two years ago. 
As neither shock wes measured in any way it 
is impossible to say which was greater, but 
the two stand Iu the minds of old residents as 
the most severe shooks felt in St. Louis during 
the last ary pesye.

Why Lucien was Driven Out of the Bona- 
parte Mansion at Berdentown, N. J.—His 
Ff xperience as a Horse Sharp—Thrashed 
by a Virginia Gentleman for Cheating at 
Cards—A Neglected Wife’s Sorrows.

} 2 view of the claim 
made by Mies Caldwell’s 
friends that her whilom 
fiance, Prince Joachim 
Murat, Is in every sense 
of the word a good match 
and of illustrious de- 
scent the career of his 
father in this country is 
of peculiar interest. The 


agement between the 

Prince and Miss Cald- 

well bas been virtually 

deciared off because she 

had inserted in the mar- 

riage contract a pro- 

vision that left her mis- 

tress of herown income, 

while it may not stampthe Prince as a for- 

tune-hunter at least shows that be bas inher- 

ited from bis ‘‘illustrious’’ father a keen ap- 
preciation uf pecuniary advantages. 

Prince Lucien Marat, Joachim’s father, was 
shipped to this country soon after the down- 
fall of Napoleon in 1815 by relatives, who con- 
sidered themselves disgraced by his es- 
capades on the Continent. Joseph Bonaparte 
wasthen living luxuriously at Bordentown, 
N. J., and at his home Prince Murat was wel- 
domed with open arms. He was treated as 
one ofthe family and supplied with tands by 
Bonaparte, which he dispensed with a lavish 
hand. Here the exiie might have lived in 
ease until the restoration of the French 
empire had he not indulged in his dishoaest 
proclivities and been detected cheating his 
benefactor in a friendly game of ecarte. 

CHEATING AT CARDS. 

Expelled trom the Bonaparte mansion, 
Prince Lucien came to Philadelphia and here 
his title gained for him the entry to swell so- 
ciety. He borrowed right and left, and his card- 
playing made him a comfortabie home. On 
one occasion a Virginia gentleman named 
Robert Digges, who was playing with him at a 
noted gaming saloon in Fourth street, below 
Chestaut, noticed several peculiarities about 
the game that could but be explained on the 
theory that some one was cheating. He soon 
assured himself that Murat was playing a 
brace game, and going toa billiard table, he 
got a cue and astonished the spectators by 
laying it over the Prince’s sboulders with an 


earnestness that made that gentieman howl 
with anaguleh. 

About 1836 Prince Lucien married a Miss 
Caroline Frazer, a member of an old South 
Carolina family. She had some property in 
land and siaves, allof which the nobie bride- 
groom quickly spent. Thenceforth this un- 
fortunate woman’s life was one of toll and 
sorrow. She moved to Bordentown and did 
everything possible to support her childrea; 
kept a boarding-house, taught school, and 
did her best to keep up the self-respect of the 
family. After the Digges affair in Phila- 
deiphia, Murat discarded all pretense to re- 
spectability, and became a peripatetic horse 
dealer, and was better known than respec 
through Southern and Western Jersey. Fora 
time hie suave and effusive manner and mag- 
nificent capacity for lying enabled bim to doa 
good business with the hard headed farmers, 
and even with them his title was a talieman. 

MET Hie MATCH. 

He was utterly without shame or scruples 
and would borrow ofa hostler or wandering 
tinker, but he sometimes met his match. In 
1842 a man named Able Goings lived on the 
line of the Delaware and Raritan canal and his 
busipess was dealing in canaiteams. He hed 
ason, who was not considered very briaht and 
who was under age. His futher had given 
bim a fine sorrel mare and Murat met him at a 
tavern near Trenton. The poor hayseed was 
picased by the attentions and flattery liberal- 
ly bestowed by the Prince and finally traded 
bis mare for a plug worth about $40, getting 
besides Murat’s note for $200. Old Goings 
was 4 man of few words, and 
be started out on horseback to 
look for the Prince and found him ata tavern 
a few miles north of Bordentown. He at once 
hauled Murat out of the buggy and gave him 
a tremendous lashing with a horse whip, and 
soon effected an arrangement for restitation 
more to his own advautage than it was to 
Murat. 

About 1844 his circumstances seemed to im- 
prove and it was known that be received con- 
siderable money in remittances from Europe, 
but his creditors were no better off. When in 
1849 he and his children were invited to France 
by Louis Napoleon the poor wife was left be- 
hind and ended ber unhappy lite on a small 

lace near Jacksonville, in Florida, friend- 
ess and alone.
